Th© Yun X*ung Shipping Companyl has been hp® rating in Hong Kong ginde 19 
In Anri 1 2952 it had its main office in the Fukien Provincial Govermwnt®^*^ 
Bank^ 2 loo House Street, and appeared to be using its premises at X76/lfe&a3 
Gloucester Road, ground f) opr, as a hostel for the office staff and mmbdS^SL 
of the crews of ships chartered by the company. Wr "’ 1 

Tne company owns no ships but charters vessels from such firms as John 
banners and Company, Wall em and Company and the Far Fast Shipping and 
Trading Company of Kacao.. It is not known to have any branches outside 
Hong Kong,- but TUNG Jui-nien ( M x if)* the present manager, says that it 
has agencies in Canton, Tientsin, Shanghai and Tsiagtao, and claims that the 
company's business is now confined to China, although it has occasionally 
shipped cargoes from China to Japan via Hong Kong and vice versa » The three 
partners in the Yun rung Shipping Company, LiU Ju-chW 
KU Tzu-ming ) ana XU ti Kuo-hua jjj} ^ ), are in Shanghai. 

Sinoe^late 1949 or early I960 th© Yun 'rung Company has been operating on 
behalx.of t he Caines© Communist government, ana may be regarded as under 
effective Chinese Comittunist control in fact, if not in name. The company 
management has boon in constant consultation with WI) Ti-cnou^ and other 
Chinos© Communist Party and government officials- ocaoeraed with. Communist 
China's traaiag interests la nong ^ong, and the company vms given the task 
of shipping to China some of the O'- C and CATC stores which wore removed 
from Hong Kong in 1950* It also received, in April 1950, a circular 
directive issued by th© Chines© Communist ministry of Trade allotting 
shipping priorities • 

In December 1950 the Yun T'uag Company was taken over as one of the 
subsidiaries of the Universal Development Company^, 18 Ice House Street. 

This company was homed towards the end of.. 19 5Q. as .the..mere»r of seven firms, 
several ol which had played an active part in commercial transactions for 
the Cj^nes* Communist government. The merger was effected by SU Chi~t® 

Hong Kong, representative of th® East China Trad© Bureau and 
until September 1950 one' of the managers of the Yun T’ung Company. 
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The Yun T’ung Company has had c’ose business connection with the Yuen Tung 
Company of ^acao, the Wan Tung hong of Canton, the Tung Loi Company, and 
the Luen flop hong (Union Company) at o Bonham Strand West 4 . The Luen Hop 
Hong used to market the cargoes which the Yun T'ung Company purchased in 
H o rt h C} i ina , a no f o rme r ly ha d off ices at 1 77 Gloucester doa d, fro und floor. 

In *.ay- I960 these premises were occupied by the Tung Hoi Company, hirers of 
warehouse space, who provided an accommodation address in hong Hong for the 
nan Tung hong of Canton* The Tung Loi Gompanied sirred a telephone number 
with the Yun Thing Company, in which the Tung Loi manager is believed to have 
held some shares. 

In July and august 1960 a former manager of the Yun T*uag Company, SUNG Chia-jui 
(£ % It ) > was in Singapore ana engaged in commercial transactions with the 
Ehoo Guan. Trading Company , which was established in Singapore in 1946 by 
iUO Yu«ch* ing ( ^ ) and GliAriG 'Ch* u-hua ■ ) * In march 1949 

CU Ghi-te stated that he was manager of the Yuen me i Company "a office at 
3% 1 JsnKing Hoad, Shanghai, while KAO Yu- oh' * ing .was manager of the Singapore 
bran.cn, and CHANG Ch’u**hun of the hong Kong branch.* About thro© months later 
KAO reported that, although the formation of a Yuen i^ei Company had been 
discussed, the. plana had come to nothing. SU Chi~te had said that the Hoag 
Kong branch of the Yuen **ei Company shared offices with the Kin Yuen Company 
at hC He s Voeux lioad Central, CHANG Ch 1 u-hua . and his brother, CHANG CVu-miagf 
were partners in. trie Kin Yuen Company, and CHAN G Ch r u-hun has stayed in its 
premises when visiting hong &ong. The Yun V ung Company charters the Kin 
Yuen Company f s SS NAfo BEE* These involved connections may be purely commercial 
but tiiey would be potentially useful to the Chines© Communists in furthering 
clandestine activities*
